the Fulton County Public Works Department is feverishly 


attempting to catch up with 


its task of keeping some 2,100, 


miles of road in the County in repair. 


The County collects no assess 
ments on property owners along 
a road to be paved. Sometimes, 
if requested to do so, it will pave 
a road through a subdivision if 
the developer agrees to pay the 
cost. So far this year the County 
has spent $157,000 in resurfacing 
streets within the City of Atlan- 
ta on a 50-50 arrangement with 
the City Government. Last year 
it spent $70,000 on such streets. 

Other municipalities within the 
County, like East Point, Hape- 
ville and College Park, depend 
entirely on the County for their 
road work, but pay for the ma- 
terials unless the road is a thor- 
oughfare, in which case the Coun- 


ty road machinery and 
|\materials such as asphalt. Besides, 
the number of prisoners avail- 
able for road work was halved. 
There has been talk of work. 
ing the road patrols 24 hours per 
day, but it was pointed out that 
this could result in the Depart- 
ment exceeding its budget of $1.,- 
800,000. The Department has been 
able to re-equip itself and to ob- 
tain sufficient supplies of asphalt, 
but these cannot supply the de- 
mand, The County has therefore 
been getting additional rock from 
Lithonia. However, a shortage of | 
freight cars has slowed up deliv- 
ery of this essential material.

REIDSVILLE, Aug. 9—Terrill Lougheridge, who escaped 
the death chair in 1936 after being convicted of killing his 
father, was electrocuted at the Georgia State Prison near 
here Saturday morning for slaying and robbing a soldier. 


The first shock ‘was applied at 
11:38 a. m. and he was pro- 
nounced dead at 11:42 a. m. 

Lougheridge, who had denied 
killing Calvin Rowland, of Gaff- 
ney, S. C., last year, did not men- 
tion the crime as he went to his 
death. Warden A. C. Aderhold 
quoted Lougheridge’s final words 
“I pray to all of you, death 
is certainly among all, certainly.” 

In Atlanta, attorneys and rela- 
tives of Lougheridge made futile 
last-minute efforts to save him. 
They had called upon the State 
Board of Pardons and Paroles and 
the Governor’s office for the past 
several days, but the Board re- 
fused to recommend and the Gov. 
ernor’s office declined to grant a 
further reprieve. 

Lougheridge was sentenced to 
die 11 years ago for the slaying 
of his father in Whitfield County.

Over here is the Ocmulgee and the 
Oconee and here’s where they 
meet to form the Altamaha. Here’s 
Macon up here.” Thus he names 


all the points in the State. 

Running his hand over samples 
of rock he named with accuracy 
the different types. “This is 
igneous, that’s uh—sedimentary, 
and this one is metamorphic. I’m| 
a little rusty to tell the truth,” he;

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A GENTLE STRETCH 


OF ACRES 


By MARJORY SMITH 


Marietta National Cemetery is 
getting ready for the return of 
Georgia heroes who fell on the 
far-flung battlefields of World 
War II. 


This gentle stretch of 25 green 
acres north of Atlanta—already 
dotted with the white crosses of 
Federal soldier in the War Be- 
tween the States, of Spanish-Ameri- 
can War heroes, of their comrades 
in later wars—wil]l be the final 
resting place for many of Geor- 
gia’s valiant World War II dead. 

“There is room for all whose 
loved ones want them here,” Cem- 
etery officials pledged Saturday. 

Georgia's silent heroes will soon 
be coming home. Thousands who 
now lie in temporary cemeteries 
from India to Italy, from Alaska to 
Saipan, will have their final graves 
in their own country. Many, ac- 
cording to the wishes of their loved 
ones, will lie at last in Georgia 
soil. 

On Oct. 10 a somber gray fu- 
neral ship will steam into San 
Francisco Bay bearing 6,500 cas- 
kets containing the remains of 
American war dead. As the Liber- 
ty ship passes slowly under the 
Golden Gate bridge, flowers will 
be dropped and dirge music will 
sound. Long mortuary trains will 
be waiting at the pier. Caskets will 
be put aboard, purple flags set at 
each locomotive’s head—and the 
grim pageant of war dead repatri- 
ation begun. 

On Oct, 25 the same scene will 
take place at the New York Port 


of Embarkation. Thereafter, until 


more than 200,000 of the nation’s 
honored World War II dead are re- 
turned for final burial, the repatri- 
ation program will continue. 


At least 4.500 of the more than 
5.700 foreign war casualties from 
Georgia will be brought home, 
at the request of next of kin, ac- 
cording to C. Arthur Cheatham, 
Director of the State Veterans 
Service Department. 

The State and the War Depart- 
ment have pledged “every possi- 
ble service to the next of kin of 
our honored dead,” and Army

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Georgia Cotton Prices To Hold Up 


Speculative cotton buyers apparently 
were shocked by the first Government 
crop report estimating 11,844,000 bales as 
the 1947 crop. , 

The market took a drop. 

But, those closest to cotton look ahead 
with confidence. 

In the first place cotton in Georgia 
cannot go below 28% cents per /pound, 
which is parity. And that is a good price. 
Last year parity was 26% cents and cot- 
ton reached that figure only once and 
that for a duration of not more than 
three days. It then climbed back up. 


Another factor, and an important one 
making for confidence, is that in 1944-45 


the nation had a carry-over of 11,164,000 


bales. In 1945-46 the carry-over still was 
large, 7,521,000 bales. 

The present stock of cotton is down to 
somewhere between two and two and one- 
half million bales. There is room for a 
big crop. 

Those familiar 


with Southern crop 


areas this year were not surprised by the 
‘larger Government estimate. The Gov- 
ernment’s first estimate on increased cot- 
ton acreage for 1947 put the figure at 
five percent for Georgia and two percent 
for Alabama. This was based on checks 
with farmers. Most of them replied their 
1947 planting was “about the same as last 
year—a little more, but not much.” 

They were honest in such reports, be- 
cause to them planting 45 acres instead of 
30, as last year, was “about the same.” 
Or “a little more than last year, but not 
much more.” 

Those who had been going about the 
country and looking at cotton fields esti- 
mated the increased acreage at somewhere 
around 10 to 15 percent instead of five. 

If the export market holds, and no 
more countries are forced;out of the mar- 
ket, as Britain largely is, the cotton farm- 
er can look forward to doing well with 
the big crop of 1947. 

For Georgia and the cotton South that 
is important news. 


Stop the ‘Give-Away'’ Plan 


Once before, The Constitution ex- 
pressed firm opposition to the “give- 
away” plan for selling encyclopedias to 
parents of Georgia school children. 

Several weeks ago, the State Board 
of Education instructed Supt. M. D. Collins 
to advise local school officials against 
participating in any such scheme. Supt. 
Collins delayed action, he said, until he 
could hear from representatives of the 
concerns involved. 

Thursday, the Board of Education post- 
poned further action until Aug. 25, chiefly, 
it is supposed, because -only four of the 
10 Board members were present. 

The Constitution holds no brief for 
those who brought the original complaint. 
There can be no doubt that they were 
motivated by reasons of competition. 
Nevertheless, we believe it is well that 
this matter has been brought to light, and 
feel it is incumbent upon the State Board

of war contracts awarded Howard Hughes 
and Henry J. Kaiser has been lost in a

Invited to speak at the Home Mission Con- 
ference of the Presbyterian Church at Montreat,

What I was going to say went about like this: 

For some time now I have been going about rural Georgia and 
the South. 
whose job is concerned with the welfare of rural people. 

Insofar as the church is concerned there is one inesgapable fact. 
It is a fact which may be seen, photographed, experienced. 

. It is this: 

There is a direct connection between poor land, poor farmers 
and poor churches. 

The people who remain on poor land can’t support a church. 

They finally move away. The church dies, or it becomes a 
church where services are held every now and then. It finally 
becomes a church where annual reunions or revivals are held. 

Good land produces good crops and prices. 

The churches prosper with the land. ° 

That cannot be denied. You may go look at it. 


0 hi I was going to include a few quotes. I was going 
WNEISNIP to tell the story of the new minister who was visit- 
ing a hard-bitten old farmer who, years before, had bought a worn- 


-out farm and, after great toil, had terraced his farm, filled the 


ditches, planted and plowed under cover crops and brought it back 
to productivity. 

“My, my,” said the new minister, looking at the fine garden and 
crops, “the Lord has certainly been good to you.” 

And then, looking at the soil and the fields 
humus, he said, “My, my, what fine, rich soil you 
has been good to you.”

Ministers Then I was going on to say that it was, in my opin- 

ion, the duty of the. church, not just the Presbyte- 
rians, but all churches and their pastors to participate in these prob- 
lems of the farm—and not merely to be interested in the soul. Poor 
soil, I believe, has lost more souls than the works of the devil. Poor 
soil has caused more boys and girls to be ruined than juke boxes 
and night spots. If the soil hadn’t been poor and farm_life harsh 
and unattractive, they wouldn’t have left the farm.

S ] Yet I have had ministers tell me flatly, “I don’t think my 
ouls community would stand for it. I am intefested only in 
their souls.” 

What such a minister really means is that he hasn’t the imagina- 
tion to envision or plan such a program and lacks the vision.and 
courage to push it through. 

Yet, every church is worried about the fact that too many young 
people don’t show an interest in the church. 

I was going to say that man does not live by bread alone... 
even the bread of preaching, fine and important as it is. 

I was going to point out that the rural] church, generally, has 
been neglected and has been caught, too, in the decline of rural 
population. 

I was going to state that soil conservation methods do work; 
that the South is going to become more and more industrialized 
and the effect of it will reach into the rural areas. It.will mean 
an improved standard of living in the country and larger urban 
populations. 

I was going to assert that our Catholic brethren at least 10 
years ago began an active, well-ordered campaign to reach rural 
regions, some of them almost inaccessible. They use trailers, espe- 
cially fitted up. I was going on to say I had looked into it and 
found out they had no copyright on initiative, imagination or intel- 
ligent action. 

I was going to show that the Methodists had taken the \lead on 
the rest of the church world, Protestant and Catholic, by begin- 
ning a program which directly links God's work and soil con- 
servation, 

That’s about what I was going to say, about 2,000 words of it 
herewith compressed to about 900.

Georgia Emergency

Speaker Fred Hand has posed some popular 
bills for a special session of the Legislature. By

It passed what it termed a 
White Primary Bill. Thompson vetoed it on the grounds it would 
eliminate innumerable*white persons and establish machine rule..

At Work in Britain

The district of Westminster in| 
which we live is represented on | 
the London County Council by 
two Communist members— 
through no fault of ours. 

There are two Communist mem-, 
bers of Parliament: William Gal.- | 
lacher, elected from the mining 
constituency of West Fife in 
Scotland, and Phil Piratin, rep- 
resenting the East London district 
of Mile End. 

Communism, you will see, is 
more “respectable” in Britain 
than in the United States—and 
probably much more dangerous 
than is generally realized in either 
country. 

In the July 28 issue ef Time 
magazine there is an article on 
Arthur Horner, General Secretary 
(and actual boss) of the National 
Union of Mineworkers, who holds 
@ much stronger position than the 
two Communist M. P.’s, and, in 
the opinion of tome, the strong- 
est position in all Britain today. 
He contro.: the output of British 
coal. 


OTHER influential Commu- 
mists in that country are Prof. 
J. B. S. Haldane, Harry Pollitt 
(Secretary of the party), William 
Rust (editor of the Daily Work- 
er), J. R. Campbell, most promi- 
ment in the Glasgow area, and 
R. P. Dutt, the party’s expert on 
India. 

How many Communists are 
there in Britain? Well, there 
are a great many people who 
would like very much to know 
the answer to that question. 
The figures given out by party 
headquarters. usually run  be- 

tween 20,000 and 30,000. An es- 
timate made by thoughtful ob- 
servers differs slichtly: they put 
the figure at a half-million. 

The fact that there are com- 
peratively few Communists in top 
positions is deceptive; actually 
they are frequently in more pow- 
erful positions within various or-, 
ganizations as minor officials 
than they would be as titular | 
heads of the bodies——a process of 
which you have probably heard, | 
called “boring from within.” 


THEY ARE extremely active in 
the National Mineworkers’ Union, 
the National Union of Railway- 
men, Amalgamated Engineerin 
Union, Transport and Genera 
Workers’ Union (an immense rag- 
bag-union which covers such di- 
vergent people as bus drivers, 
_Ymeat market workers, dockers 
and even hotel waiters) and, sur- 
prisingly, the National Union of 
Journalists.

Next above this is the layer of 
those who pay regular dues, car- 
ry out orders, and fancy them- 
selves as having more to do with 
policy than they actually have. At 
the top, of course, is the small 
group who do control party pol- 
icy and hold the power. 


THE COMMUNIST does his 
work on the street corner, talk- 
ing to the average discontented 
citizen, as surely as in the unions. 
No matter is too small for their

KOROR—Stay on one of these islands a day 
and you know all about it. Stay another day

a year and you will decide that the mind of the white man never 
will quite grasp what goes on in the bushy, intelligent head of 
these strange, enduring people. 


Sometime ago—you sort of lose track of time out here—I was 
writing about how we had had to teach the Paluans merely to 
speak or wave when we passed, and to knock off the low bow 
and the humbleness they showed toward the Japanese. I think 
I left the impression that they liked us better for this conces- 
sion. I was wrong. They don’t like us. They didn’t like the 
Spanish and they didn’t like the Germans and they didn’t like the 
Japanese, and they don’t like us. The little kids are O. K. They 
yell “Allo” and “Good-bye” in the same breath. But the old folk 
don't speak. They look at us with hatred in their eyes, despite all 
we've done to try to be kind, in our blundering sort of way. 


We don’t know how to colonize, yet. We'll learn, 
Neophytes of course, but we are new at it yet. We haven't 
yet convinced them that we are here to stay. We havent built 

| back any roads we destroyed, nor any of the installations. Our | 
| highest officers here live in Quonset huts, at the mercy of the | 
random shipping. For a period of 13 weeks somebody failed to | 
ship food in here and the Americans were eating crocodile and 
sweet potatoes. 


~ I may be wrong, but get the distinct impression here that the 
people are waiting.

To none of us have they completely bowed, in |

Dairy Co-op 


The business of running a dairy co-operative is 
not all peaches and cream, and we thought it 
wouldn’t do any harm and might do a little good 


if we put down here some of the views of a dairy co-op manager, 
meanwhile omitting his name so that he can speak freely. 


“The real trouble with wus 
(meaning Georgians) is that we 
are not confirmed, died-in-the- 
wool, dairymen. It isn’t in our 


systems, nor in our habits nor in 
our history, to milk cows for a 


living. We were driven to it and. 


we don’t take to it naturally. We 
were driven to it by having our 
“natural” crop cut from under 


us and we still go about our milk- 


ing duties with one eye on the 
cotton field. 


“THE NEXT thing that makes 


our milk production expensive is) 


our lack of real ‘interest in pro- 
ducing inexpensive feed. We much 
prefer to buy our dairy feed in 
sacks and in bales and in tons, to 
and maintaining good 
pastures. Pastures call for contin- 
uous and regular attention; the 
fences must be maintained, the 
grasses and legumes fertilized, 
the cows driven to and from the 
fields, and they must be mowed 
at intervals to keep the grasses 
immature and thus rich in pro- 
tein. It is easier to keep the ani- 
mals in the stall and feed 


‘out of a sack. 


“We don’t have much inter- 


| est in creating a high produc- 


ing herd, most of us. We want 
to buy a springer today which 
will freshen tomorrow and to 
sell her for beef the day she 
goes dry, thus leaving our 
breeding problem to someone 
somewhere else. This practice is 
expensive, too, we never reach 
economical production in this 
way. 


“We don’t believe very much in 
“germ” theory either. We 


wait until the inspector catches 


our animals with Bang’s disease 
rather than to keep constantly 
on the alert for such diseases. 
We buy animals which have 
been “bootlegged” into the State, 
without inspection. 


“WE DON’T think very much of 
the system of butterfat testing, 
not understanding it, and we are 
not sure that one fellow’s milk 
isn’t as good as the other fel- 
low’s. We are sure that the tester 
‘is “shorting” us, even if he is run- 
ning a co-operative of which we 
are a member and is presumed 
to have our interests at heart. 
Advertising is of no value, people 
either will or won't buy milk, 
the coop is throwing our money 
away when it engages in such do- 
ings.” 

These are the expressions of a 
dairy co-op manager, and they 
sound pretty sensible. And they 
are the reasons for milk being as 
expensive ‘to produce ag it is.

“Let ’em leave,” some have 
said. “Good riddance.” | 

And so the South goes on, al-| 
lowing the North and the West to 
profit by the skills and labor of) 

er own people. The South, which | 
is in dire need of agriculture 
workers, has done little to check 
he migration which is costing it 
billions of dollars in agricultural 
and industrial productiveness. 

Despite the fact that South 
Georgians now harvesting their 
tobacco crop are willing to pay 
five and six dollars a day just for 
plucking tobacco leaves, they are 
unable to get the workers. The 
‘crop is largely being harvested by 
the farmer’s family—his wife and 
his children. 

The farmer would like to grow 
/more tobacco, but he can’t pro- 
duce any more than his family 
can harvest. Millions of dollars | 
lost in production because of a 
shortage of labor. 

Peanuts are coming on. Last 
year, the Bahamans were used in 
harvesting the crop. This year, the 
farmers are planting no more pea- 
nuts than their families and ten- | 
ants can harvest. The Bahamans 
weren’t considered adaptable to 
‘peanut harvest. 
| Still the migration continues. 
After passing their early years in 
the South—unproductive ones in

The Netherlands Army, in a 
communique, similarly accused the 
Indonesians of violating the cease- 
fire order issued by the UN. 

An Indonesian communique said 
the Dutch captured Wagir, less 
than two miles south of Malang, 
in Eastern Java, behind artillery 
@nd air support, and added that 
the Dutch were advancing on sev- 
eral other fronts. 

The message to the Security 
Council alleged violations of cease- 
fire orders between Aug. and 
Aug. 8 and charged that the Dutch 
actions were “actually hostile op- 
erations, designed to wreck the 
measures the-Republic has under- 
taken for the effective mainte 
nance and cessation of hostilities.”

PROBLEMS: ILLITERACY, DISEASE, PO’ LANDS 


Collier Off to Southwest To Help 
Navajo Indians With Troubles — 


By WELLINGTON WRIGHT 


In an effort to work out some 
long-range program for the bene- 
fit of the Navajo Indians, 


most primitive of all North Amer- 
ican Indians, Charles A. Collier, 
Vice President of the Georgia 


Power Company, has gone out to) 


the Navajo Reservation, compris- 
ing parts of New Mexico and 
Arizona, to investigate the prob- 
lem on the spot. 

Collier, formerly U. S. Commis- 
sioner in charge of Italian affairs 
and long interested in the welfare 
of the Indians in the Southwest, is 
acting as Consultant to Joseph A. 
Krug. Secretary of the Interior at 
Washington. By Federal Law, Krug 
is the official guardian of the 
Navajos. 

The Navajos, with a population 
of 60,000, was the second largest 
Indian tribe in America, 
Cherokees being first. And the 
Navajo population increase, now 
at the rate of two percent per 
year, is the largest of any group 
in America. But disease among 
the Navajos is also from two to

Such are some of the Navajo 
problems, many of which derive 
from an 80 percent illiteracy ra- 
tion. And it is Collier’s job to 
try to find some of the answers. 

The Navajo Reservation com- 
prises 16,750,000 acres of land in 
New Mexico and Arizona, most 
of it either arid or semi-arid and 
all of it badly eroded. The Gov- 
ernment first settled the Navajos 
on the Reservation in 1868. At 
that time, 
10,000. Now, with the great in- 
crease in population, it appears 
that the Reservation is too small 
for the land-based economy on 
which the Navajos depend for 
their livelihood. 

In discussing the Navajo prob- 
lem, Collier said: 

“The only means of support 
they have are cattle and sheep 
raising. Because of erosion and 
lack of rainfall, the land is badly 
Rainfall averages 
from five to 10 inches per year, 
but 
usually does 
good. 

“During the wartime shortage 
of manpower, between 10,000 and 
15,000 left the Reservation and 
got jobs in the outside world. In 
addition, 3,600 of the boys went 
into military service. And from 
these two sources, a good deal of 
money went back to the Reserva- 
tion. 

“Now, with the war over, the 
allotment checks have stopped 
and, in addition, due to the fact 
that most Navajos neither speak 
nor understand English, they are 
losing their jobs on the outside. 
And they are all going back to 
the Reservation.

trying to do something about it. 
Mr. Krug has asked me to go out 
and look over the situation and 
then make some recommenda- 
tions.” 

EDUCATION PROGRAM 


Collier said that the proposed 
program for the Navajos revolves 
around three factors—proper land 
use, with control of erosion: 
proper breeding of sheep and irri- 
gation projects. 

“In other words, the plan is. te 
inaugurate a general educational! 
program which may take from 
25 to 50 years to put through,” 
he explained. “We must find ways 
and means of controlling soil ero- 
sion, better methods of using the 
land, and bring in a better grade 
of sheep. To do that, we must 
start up a training school which 
will enable these people to es- 
tablish a_ better economy on 
which to live.’® 

The health situation among the 
Navajos is very bad, continued 
Collier. 

“The disease 
said, “and the 


rate is high.” he 
incidence of skin 
‘diseases is abnormal. We ought 
health clinics all over 
the reservation. Perhaps travel. 
ing clinics, such as Dr. Aber- 
‘crombie inaugurated in Georgia, 
might be the answer. At any rate, 
'we can’t do much to raise the 
‘economic status of the Navajos 
‘until we improve the condition 
of their health.” 

Collier said the Indian Service 
is experimenting with a new kind 
of grass for pasturage in the Nav- 
ajo Reservation and also with a 
new method for planting pine 
trees. The method both for the 
grass and the trees is to drop the 
seeds from an airplane. 

“It’s a big and a very impor- 
tant problem,’ commented Col- 
lier. “I hope we may be able to 
find some method whereby we 
may eventually integrate this 
race Of primitive people into our 
society. But we're starting from 
iscratch and it will take a long 
‘time. The effort now is to make 
‘a start in the right direction.” 

The Navajo Reservation is 
about half the area of the State 
of Georgia. Collier left Thurs- 
day. He will return in about two 
weeks, but will make another 
trip there later in the year.

LONDON. 

HOUGH 265 years have passed 

Since the death of Nell Gwyn, 

beloved toast of the London 
stage and mistress of King Charies 
II, every so often something happens 
to revive her memory. 

Such was recently the case when 
a workman loosening bomb - blasted 
stones at Windsor Guildhall, poked 
his pneumatic drill into an hitherto 
unknown secret of the famous 
couple’s romance. 

The drill suddenly plunged into 
space, hurling the workman flat on 
his face, and inflicting painful in- 
juries. Investigation established he 
had penetrated a tunnel which led 

“from the romantic king’s castle to 
the site of another historic house 
which, until her death in 1687, Nell 
Gwyn had called her home. 

The tunnel, cleared of debris, ex-

posed an arched doorway of Spanish 
marble, with the walls of the 800-foot 
e built of tooled limestone. 

The tunnel was about four feet wide, 
and its arched ceiling about seven 
feet above the flagstone floor. At 
the other end was another marble 
archway, some 15 feet under the site 
of another bomb-demolished house. 
This was the second subterranean 
passage known to have been used 
by King Charles to make his calls on 
the glamorous first lady of the stage. 
The other was discovered during. the 
war, in the Chelsea section, connect- 
ing two other mansions occupied by 
the King and Nell from time to time. 
One end of the Chelsea tunnel 
starts under Sanford Manor House, 
now the shops of the Fulham Gas 
Works, where Nell Gwyn supported 
her mother until the old lady, in 
1679, drowned herself accidentally 
while intoxicated. The other énd is 
under the turf of the Horticultural 
Ground of Royal Hospital, once the 
site of another King Charles castle. 
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The existence of this tunnel, too, 
was revealed by a Nazi bomb! 
Apparently King Charites, leading 
playboy of his day, had- made sure 
he never would be cut off from” com- 
munication with Nell, no matter what 
the calls of State or social diplomacy. 
Nell Gwyn couldn’t read or write. 
Born in the street, she charmed not 
oniy the, King, but the whole nation 
for a generation with her simple 
talents. So compelling was her fas- 
cination that the phrase “Sweet Nell” 
to this day warms the cockles of an 
Englishman's heart. 
.istorians describe her as the 
r-ost beloved of the King’s many 
favorites, and say it is to her credit 
t.at she never tried to dominate 
Prime Ministers, but that she did

induce Charles, early in their ro 
mance, to create a foundation for 
today’s Chelsea Hospital. 

Nell was born in an alley leading 
off Drury Lane, after her father, 
Thomas, a_ broken-down Welsh sol- 
dier, deserted his family and they 
were evicted. Neighbors took mether 
and baby in, and in a few days the 
hardy Eleanor, mother of Nell whom 
she christened with the same name, 
obtained work as a charwoman. 

Half-starved during early chiid- 
hood, Nell, at 14, became the counter- 
part of the modern cigarette gir, 
except, instead of peddling smokes 
in nightclubs, she sold oranges, then 
a delicacy in England, at exorbitant 
prices in Drury Lane Theatre. 

Petite, beautiful, with reddish- 
brown hair reaching nearly to her 
knees, she quickly becamé a favorite. 
A year later she was offered the 


role of Cydaria—Montezuma’s daugh- 


ter—in Dryden’s 17th century hit, 
“Indian Emperor.” 
She made good. Witty and warm-

hearted, she was courted by a dozen 
nobles and near-nobles, many of them 
four times her age, before she was 
16. Then, King Charles attended a 
“command” performance. 

Nell, as Cydaria, stole the show 
and the King’s heart. And from then 
on, the historians say, she was true 
to him, in spite of the fact that he 
could not marry her—-a commoner 
nor restrain his interest in other 
belles. 

Even after the birth of Nell’s first 
son, Charles continued his fickleness. 
No doubt that may have had some. 
thing to do with -Nell’s mounting 


popularity; that and her royal pro 
tector’s pursuit of Nell’s leading 
rival, the French-born Louise de 
Keroualle, Duchess of Portsmouth, 
who was disliked by tfe. English 
public. 

Also the fact that Charles had 


given Nell the key to his private 
purse, and that she was a generous 
dispenser of funds to the poor, no 
doubt added to her popularity. 

Never during the years of their 
association did Nell evince jealousy, 
hostility at her royal consort’s con- 
duct. She kept her good temper, 
ready wit and charming smile, ap- 
parently satisfied with her lot—the 
amazing privilege of a girl born in 
the gutter rising to the honor of 
being the King’s favorite. 

Shortly after Charles’ ardor for 
the brilliant, brunette Duchess of 
Portsmouth cooled, Nell bore him a 
second son. And it must be said 
Charles took care of them in fitting 
style. For the elder he created the 
title Baron Hedington and the Earl 
of Buford, and later the title, Duke 
of St. Albans. 

The younger son, handed the title 
James, Lord Beauclerk, by his royal 
father, died at the age of 15. But 
the descendants of the elder carried 
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on their heritages and were accepted 
socially generation after generation. 

Sweet Nell Gwyn had to accept 
her share of sorrows along with the 
less fortunate. Even before the birth 
of her first son she had seen to it 
that her mother gave up her floor- 
scrubbing duties and established her 
in a large house of her own, with 
a maid and butler. 

But the old lady had a will of 
her own. Apparently she could not 
stand prosperity, because daily she 
visited her old haunts in the alley- 
ways off Drury Lane, where she had 
acquired, in her youth, a fine thirst 
and a hearty liking for ale. ‘There 
she’d imbibe until she had to be 
carried home. 

One night while she was in her 
cups, but still able to stagger along, 
she got lost in a fog and stumbled 
into the Thames. x | 

It was not long after that when 
Sweet Nell, still wearing mourning 
weeds for her mother, suffered her 
second bereavement. King Charles 
suddenly sickened and died. But on 
his dying bed he revealed—for him 

a strange constancy of love. In 
his last moments he whispered to 
his brother, who was to succeed him 
as King James II: 

“Let not poor Nelly starve!”’ 

To King James’ credit it may be 
said he followed his brother’s orders. 
For the remainder of Nell Gwyn’'s 
life he paid her debts from the Secret 
Service Fund, and saw te it that her 
sons were educated. 

Nell, after losing her youngest 
son when he was 15, died within a 
few years at the age of 36. She lies 
buried in the churchyard of St. Mar- 
tin-in-the-Fields. Her funeral sermon 
was preached by its vicar, Thomas 
Tenison, afterwards Archbishop of 
Canterbury, who, according to his- 
torians, said “much to her praise!” 
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Mrs. Dixie Walker was a New York City secretary when 
she met a rookie ball player from Georgia. They were 
married May 2, 1936—after a two-year courtship. The 
Walker clan includes Fred Jr. 9, Mary Ann 5, Susan 3.

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A Lot of Questions.Are 

Raised When a Pretty 

Girl Finds Herself Out of 
a Will. 


HEN a girl who looks like a 
million——wha, has lived like 
a million and has held the 
love of a man reputed to be worth a 
million is cut off without a cent in 
his will, it raises a lot of questions. 

It certainly raised plenty in the 
mind of blue-eyed, platinum blond 
Dorothy Rollar, 28, former hatcheck 
girl, when in January 1945,. her 
self-declared common-law husband, 
August Janssen, Jr., wealthy res 
taurateur-playboy-turfman, died in 
January 1945 at the age of 40. 

After her ten-year romance, Dor- 
othy found, herself left with nothing 
more than household furnishings, a 
few paintings and a second hand car 

all valued at $1,075. 

Dismayed by this turn of fortune 
Dorothy said: 

“I can’t understand why he would 
cut me off! I was accepted by his 
family and our friends as his wife. 
He was the most devoted husband 
you've ever met. Several times he 
told me that I was well provided for 
in his will.” : 


Besides, Dorothy said, she thought 
that her late “husband” had close to 
a million dollars at the time of his 
death, but an accounting valued his 
estate at around $250,000. 

To complicate matters the Govern- 
ment stepped in with back tax bills 
for the years 1939 to 1944 which may 
devour all but $23,636 of the estate. 


The Janssen family, reportedly re- . 


fusing to admit Dorothy as Janssen’s 
“widow,” turned the matter over to 
Attorney Lawrence Russack, who was 
named executor. 

When Dorothy appeared recently 
in Surrogate Court to establish her- 
self as the legal widow of the wealthy 
businessman, the executor resisted 
her claim. She then sought recourse 
in the courts through her attorney, 
William Lambert, who declared he 
could prove Dorothy’s marriage to 
Janssen took place in a state “out- 
side New York where such marriages 
are considered legal.” 

As this is written, Dorothy wasn’t 
sure she could press her claim. She 
said: 

“I think I'll give up my suit. By 
the time the government collects the 
taxes, the executor is compensated 
and the other costs are paid, there 
will be little left.

around, 

Hie has to swallow his pride and 
manhood and take it, from jibes to 
let LS 

if he shows normal resentment 
and lets. fly with his fists, flooring 
his tormentor, it is ‘just too bad for 
him... He igs whipped any way you 
look at it. 

At worst he might be held for 
manslaughter because men have been 
Killed by blows in the ring and in 
Street fights. 

At best he might be held for as- 
sault er sued for damages,* even if 
his tormentor’s injuries are slight.. 

And the odds are against him with 
almost any jury, fgr the assumption 
would be that he was at an unfair 
advantage because of his skill and 
strength—-and ability to pay. 

Mickey Walker and other prize 
ring champions have had to employ 
bodyguards to ease away 
gently the sort of weak- 
lings with inferiority com- 
plexes who, with a few 
drinks under their belts, 
want to take a punch ata 
prizefighter and brag 
about it. 

Whenever Jack Demp- 
sey spots a truculent char- 
acter of that sort, he gets 
out of his sight as soon 
as possible. Professional 
strong men accept the in- 
dignity of being insulted and struck 
heavy blows by strangers. Houdini 
was killed that way. ¢ 

Lawrence Tierney recently spent 
time on a prison farm pondering the 
melancholy fact that, as a profes- 
sional “tough guy” of the movies, he 
is in the business of getting slapped 
in bars and other public places. 

The actor had been sentenced to 
90 days at hard labor but was paroled 
after serving less than half the time. 
He still is under two years probation 
and has promised to join Alcoholics 
Anonymous and avoid liquor, 

In the movies he can slap back, 
if so directed. But not in real life 
when some stew comes up to him, 
sneers “So you think you are tough, 
eh?” and flips up his nose with the 
edge of a hand. He must take it. 

It is an occupational hazard he 
will have to get used to, just as 
Charles Bickford, Humphrey Bogart 
and other toughies of the movies had 
to do. And be philosophical about it. 

It seems that Tierney held his 
punches whenever strangers sneered 
at him as a tough guy and tried to 
provoke him into a fight. But re- 
sentments would pile up in him. And 
when he got liquored up he would 
strike his kid brother (18 years old) 
or some pal in the movie colony.

The psychiatrists call that “vica- 
rious compensation for emotional 
frustration.” All it means is that 


Tierney hit somebody he was fond 
of when he couldn't hit somebody he 
didn't like. 

As when a man picks a quarrel 
with his wife when the one he really 
wants to quarrel with is the Collector 
of Internal Revenue or his boss. 

While in stir for engaging once 
too often ina drunken brawl with his 
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kid brother, Tierney swore off liquor 
and lectured his fellow prisoners on 
the evils of drink, using himself as a 
horrible example. 

His well-wishers and his movie 
employers are-happy to hear about 
his reform. He has been a headache 
to them ever since he was blazoned 
forth as a star in the title role of the 
movie, “Dillinger.” 

Tierney had a fine record up until 
then. <A good student, he was also 
a star athlete at Boys’ High School in 
Brooklyn and at Manhattan College. 
He worked as a sandhog on a Hudson 
River tunnel! and wanted to be a con- 
struction engineer, but got into the 
acting profession by accident. 

One night he was waiting for a 
girl at the stage entrance to the the- 
atre of the New Rochelle (N. Y.) 
Players, an amateur organization. The 


manager mistook -him for an actor 
and offered him a job. He found he 
could act. An RKO talent scout 


caught him in a bit part in a play 
put on by the Blackfriars, an experi- 
mental theatre group in New York, 
and gave him a film contract. 

Came stardom in “Dillinger.” As 
a tough guy, a killer. Came also the 
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usual experience of players of such 
roles. Half-wits who recognized him 
in the street or while he was having 
a peaceable drink ina bar would brush 
into him and sneer, “Tough guy, eh? 
You don’t look so tough to me.” 

Some would try to provoke him 
into a fight, so thev could lie about 
how they once gave the film Dillinger 
a shellacking. 

Tierney had enough sense not to 
lose his temper with such nuisances, 
even when they called him yellow. 
He got some bad publicity once for 
scrapping with a chance acquaintance 
in a hotel in New York. 

But thereafter he brooded over tn- 
sults and brawled only at movie col- 
ony parties and with his brother 
until a Beverly Hills judge gave him 
90 days for disturbing the peace. 

Tierney promises hereafter to hold 
his peace no matter what happens.

put a steel plate across his abdomen 
and allow himself to be hit there with 
a Sledgehammer. 

Some McGill University students 
called at his dressing room after a 
matinee performance in Montreal, 
bringing along a college athlete. 

While Houdini was relaxed and 
answering their questions about his 
ability to withstand blows when 
braced for them, the athlete launched 
several quick and unexpected blows 
to the pit of Houdini’s stomach. 

These blows produced ruptures 
and hemorrhages from which the 
great Houdini died in a few hours, 

No one was held for Houdini's 
death. It was an unforeseen accident, 
not indictable. The kids were sorry. 


The lad who struck the blow was 
desolate. 
But it was homicide just the 


same. The stupid, thoughtless homi- 
cide of some collegiate show-offs who 
wanted to go around bragging that 
the great Houdini was not as tough 
as he pretended to be. 
They proved it. Houdini 
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APT. EBEN WARD squinted at the squalling 
infant in his hands and announced: 

“So, miss, ye’d try to Knock your father’s 
plans galley west, would ye? If ye’d been a boy, 
the rest would be simple, with me handing. the 
finest fleet on the Great Lakes over to ye on your 
Zist birthday.

What do those cryptic 
numbers mean? 

Do they hold the key to the mys- 
tery of lovely Emily Laffoon Ran- 
dolph’s death by her own hand? ,; 

That is the question that has 
puzzled Cincinnati society ever since 
that chill morning last May when 
the beautiful young matron’s lifeless 
body was found by her gardener, 
crumpled on the front seat of her 
car in the garage beneath her spa- 
cious home. She had been dead for 
hours, a victim of carbon monoxide 
poisoning. 

On the steps of a near-by ladder 
she had left two notes. Both were 
written in her flourishing, finishing 
school hand on elaborate stationery 
bearing a proud coat-of-arms whose 


motto reads “Quad Audis Tace,” or 
“Whatever you hear, be silent.” 
One note, addressed to her hus- 


band, said only: “Dear John, honestly 
it doesn’t mean I didn’t love you—lI 
just loved Cookie more.” It was 
signed “Em,” and on the back of the 
envelope, underscored three times, 
was the request: “Please send the 
J. L. the metal file and $50." The 
J.. L. apparently was the Junior 
League, of which Mrs. Randolph was 
a local director, and to whose many 
charitable projects she devoted much 
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of her time and effort. 


The other note, addressed to 
Werk Cook, a recently divorced man- 
about-town, said: “Darling, don't for- 
get I said I would love you forever 
and I did. All my love, always. 
Em.” 

At the bottom of the page were 
the numerals 11-—-12——13. 

What Significance did they have 
in the drama that had such a tragic 
ending for Emily Randolph, her hus 
band John, president of a cutlery 
company, and her small son and 
daughter? 

Werk Cook, the man to whom the 


note was addressed, is perhaps the 
only person who can answer that 
question. Since he hasn't, either be- 
cause of chivalry or love, or because 
he doesn’t know, all Cincinnati 
wonders. 


Did Emily Randolph die because 
she would not desert her family, yet 
could no longer go on without the 
man to whom she was so overwhelm- 
ingly attracted? 

Or did she take her own life be- 
cause she learned that man no longer 
cared for her? 

Her friends, shocked by the trag- 
edy, admit they had long been afraid 
that “something was going to hap- 
pen.” 

For the cliff-dwellers, those occu- 
pants of the opulent estates that 
stud the heights above the city, had 
for some time been masterminding 
the outcome of the triangular friend- 
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ship of Emily Randolph, her husband 
John and the handsome Werk Cook, 
ex-Navy officer whose forebears had 
founded a big industry. 

Some of the more conservative 
members of the country club set to 
which all three belonged for months 
had shaken their heads over the 
close association of the recently dl- 
vorced Cook and the beautiful young 
married woman.

Y SWALLOWING Resinat, a new 

synthetic resin substance, pa- 
tients of peptic ulcers are re- 
lieved of intolerable pain in five to 
15 minutes. 

The new treatment was originated 
by Dr. Gustav J. Martin, director of 
Research Laboratories, National 
Drug Company, Philadelphia, -who 
prepared Resinat, in collaboration 
with John Wilkinson. 

In a way it was started when Dr. 
Martin happened to see a pretty little 
child taking a soap bubble bath. 

The scientist’s mind became active 
with this idea, “Just as chemicals 
can remove impurities from, and 
soften, water, without which soap 
bubbles would not form, so also they 
couJd remove the unwanted acid in 
the stomach, which has much to do 
with causing and intensifying peptic 
ulcers.” 

Search of chemical and medical 
writings showed that the idea was 
not new. In 1935, two chemists, B. A. 
Adams and E. L. Holmes, had proved 
that certain synthetic resins—of the 
kind used by industrial chemists for 
purifying water and other purposes 
—were excellent “exchange absor- 
bents” of hydrochloric acid (present 
in the stomach acid). This meant 
that the resins picked up acids, and 
also got rid of them. 

Dr. Henry L. Segal, of the Uni- 
versity of Rochester, N. Y., and his 
associates, in 1945, fed rats a resin, 
Amberlite IR-4, prepared by the 
Resinous Products and Chemica! 
Company. 

The resin did no harm to the 
animals, even in very large amounts. 
It removed stomach acid by “absorb- 
ing it’—getting it firmly attached to 
resin particles. 

The substance, however, was not 
suited for human consumption. Dr. 
Martin devised a new prepaistion of

this resin, making the particles more 


finely dispersed, which he _ calls 
Resinat. 
This chemical can be swallowed 


by patients, either in loose powder 
or in capsules, each containing 250 
milligrams. ° 

So far some 200 men and women 


have been treated. Most of them 
were relieved of pain as soon as 
Resinat reached the stomach. In 


a majority of cases, a single capsule 
showed immediate effect. 

In a report made to the Centen- 
nial Convention of the' American 
Medical Association held in June at 
Atlantic City, Drs. Manfred Kraemer 
and Leo H. Siegal, of the Presby- 
tarian Hospital, Newark, N. J., told 
of 60 odd patients who had been fed 
Resinat. ‘They said that synthetic 
resin treatment for peptic ulcers 
had proved its value, 

Drs. Mary M. Spears and Mildred 
C. J. Pfeiffer, of the Woman’s Med- 
ical College of Pennsylvania, also 
have treated a series of cases, reliev-

One 45-year-old man had suffered 
from severe and repeated attacks of 
peptic ulcer, and had been given all 
sorts of well-Known drugs—such as 
magnesium trisilicate and other an- 
tacids—-without benefit.

that Mrs. Gardiner signed this rather re 
vealing pledge: 

Realizing that the following points are esséntial 
to the success of any marriage, I hereby resolve 
and promise:

The explanation of this apparently lies in 
some of the things that Jim Gardiner says hap 
pened to him during the four years that followed 
his June marriage in 1937 to Nancy Humstone, 
prospective heiress to a large chunk of a 
$2,000,000 estate. 

Jim is a $12,000-a-year bureau manager for a 
life insurance company in New York City. He 
tops six feet by one inch and weighs a slender 
but sinewy 150 pounds. Nancy is a half a foot 
shorter and 40 pounds lighter but, says Jim, you 
can’t measure a woman's temper by her: size. 

When Nancy filed suit for separation recently 
in. New York Supreme Court, Jim admitted that 
he had stopped living with her and their 5-year-old 
daughter, Cynthia, but, he added, “her statement 
that I did so ‘without cause or provo- 
cation’ is utterly false and untrue.” 

They had been ensconced in a 
honeymoon apartment in Brooklyn 
for about eight months, he told the 
court, when “my wife flew into a 
state of temper and rage and struck 
me violently on the top of my head 
with a glass candlestick.” 

He departed henceforth, returning 
three days later “only on her express 
promise to conduct herself thereafter 
with propriety.” 

Lots of wives complain when their 
husbands come home late but Nancy, 
Jim says, was different. She didn't 
Jike it because he went to his office 
too early. He says she thought he 
had wolfish ideas about some of the 
feminine members of his office staff 
and that he made it a point to arrive 
ahead of time so he could chat with 
them for a few minutes before it was 
necessary to get down to business 
and sell some insurance. 

“While possessed with such un- 
founded suspicion,” Jim _ declared, 
“my wife one morning in November, 
1938, objected to my leaving the 
apartment for my office about ten 
minutes earlier than the usual time. 
She stood in front of the door when 
I tried to leave, grabbed me and tore 
my coat and tie, pushed and kicked 
me, and, when I remonstrated with 
her and held her arms to avoid being 
struck, and while seeking to free my- 
self from her grasp, she pulled me to 
the floor and rolled me all over the 
living room.” 

Jim thought that was a decidedly undignified 
method for a wife to register a protest, but he 
says he hadn’t seen anything yet. 

“Shortly after that, she again objected to my 
leaving early for my office. She grabbed, kicked 
and pummeled me. I tore myself loose from her 
grasp and ran to the hallway. Then, without 
waiting for the elevator, I ran down nine flights 
of stairs to the ground floor. My wife ran down 
the stairs after me and, even in the lobby, tried 
to get hold of me and further assault me and 
keep me from arriving at my office earlier than 
the customary time.” 

At that point, Jim says, he got fed up. He 
stayed away from home for almost a year but 
returned in October, 1939, “upon her solemn 
promise to mend her ways and conduct herself 
as a wife should.” 

Nevertheless Jim said he continued to take 
mistreatment for another year, until the night 
when, after they had retired, Nancy came over 
to ‘his bed, punched him in the stomach, and, 
when he took his bedclothes into the living room, 
“followed me and continued to punch, pummel 
and scratch me.” 

“I couldn’t be a punching bag any longer,” 
he said, “so I left her.” 

They were apart for nine months, and then 
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Nancy signed the document in which she prom.- 
ised not to get rough, carping or suspicious. 

It was, Jim Says, just a scrap of paper, as 
witness the trip to Montreal, when, in a hotel 
bedroom, she “jumped on me and punched me, 
kicked me, bit my wrists and rolled me on the 
floor while I made an effort to escape.” 

Or the morning in April, 1945, when he left 
earlier than usual to stand in line for cigarettes

© one ever called Bill Smith a king. 
too plain for anything like that. 
Bill was just as plain as his name. 

Yet for a few hours every afternoon Bill was a 
king. At least, they call Racing the sport of kings 
and Racing was Bill Smith’s sport. It was more 
than his sport, in fact; it was his very life. 

That he meant something to Racing, too, was 
proved one day not many weeks ago at Miami 
Beach when the great and smal! of the Turf turned 
out to pay their last respects to plain Bill Smith, 
affectionately known as The Clocker. 

When pari-mutue] betting was legalized in New 
England 15 years ago, Jack Conway, famous 
Boston sports editor, assigned a bright lad on his 
staff to help Dave Wilson, his star handicapper. 

The name Bill Smith was too preposterous to 
call anyone even though it happened to be this 
lad’s actual monicker, so Dave and his press box 
associates dubbed him “The Clocker.” 

Bill had never clocked anything but his own 
awakening every morning and he did that with a 
device manufactured in Waterbury, Conn. 


He was 
In fact, 
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The Clocker would scout around the paddock, 
the barns, the racing secretary’s office and other 
sources of turf news and would come up every 
day with a budget of breezy gossip that the fans 
devoured like a selling plater digging into an 
extra helping of alfalfa. 

He also made up a set of selections every day. 
Of course he couldn’t compete with the old Massa, 
Dave, his boss, but he was so good that he would 
have done well to play his own selections. 

Yes, The Clocker was a breed improver in his 
spare time. Playing the races was the second 
most important thing in his life. 

The first was his mother. She was the only 
person Bill Smith had in the world and no mother 
ever had a more devoted son. His first act every 
pay day was to set aside enough for his mother’s 
expenses. What was left, he devoted to his life- 
long study of form. 

Bill had the weakness so common among horse 
players of preferring to lose by a nose with a 20 
to 1 shot than win by a furlong on a 3 to 5 
favorite. :

in his own -private transactions with the Iron 
Men, he would go down with a half dozen long 
shots, dreamed up at -the last minute in the pad- 
dock or after overhearing a snatch of conver- 
sation between a trainer and a jockey. 

Even when he had the honor of picking Bold 
Venture in the Derby with Dave Wilson, he had 
blown a wad on a dream horse that turned out to 
be a nightmare. 

The only thing that would keep Bill away from 
the race track was filial duty. He sent his mother 
to the White Mountains every summer and passed 
up the races the day she left and again when she 
returned so he could be at the station to take care 
of her. 


UNDAYS seemed like a month long to him 
because there were no races. True, he was up 
bright and early, acting as an usher at St. Peter’s 
Church when he was in Boston but the rest of the 
day dragged along like an aged turtle. 

Maybe late in the afternoon he would get rest- 
less and take a cab out to the suburbs where his 
friend, Gustie, another horse player, owned a 
restaurant. There, over plates of roast pork and

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apple sauce, Bill and Gustie would sit and discuss 
horses until well into the night. 

No matter how the conversation started, it was 
sure to wind up with both in complete agreement 
on one point. -that Dinner Party was the best race 
horse in the world. 


HEN getaway week opened at Rockingham 

Park last November, The Clocker came up 
with three of the best things since Boston brown 
bread, pork and beans. The fact that he was 
without cash troubled Bill hardly at ‘all because 
his philosophy of life consigned money to an in- 
significant role. | 

Friends and horses were the important things 
to Bill Smith. : 

Bill always knew where to locate the former 
to get the wherewithal to play the latter. And 
his credit was sounder than that of the Old Lady 
of Threadneedle Street. : 

50, having borrowed the two hundred lettuce 
leaves, The Clocker reported at Lou Smith's horse 
park early on a cold, gray Monday morning in 
November to see how the land lay. The trainer 
of his first hot thing was chockful of information 
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when The Clocker put the vacuum on him. 
“Bill” he said, “You know how this horse is. 
Sometimes he can do it and sometimes he can’t.

The other one coming 
up was Dinner Party 
the horse. The Clocker 
and his friend Gustie had 
agreed was the greatest 
hunk of equine meat that 
ever wmmunched = an_§ oat. 
Dinner Party and Float 
Me were booked for a 
match race on the closing 
day of the meeting. 

Bill watched the lights 
blinking on and off on the 
tote board, telling the 
story of the trend the 
betting was taking.

Float Me's soared to 6-5, 
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Bill was torn between loyalty and policy. Loyalty 
commanded him to put his money on Dinner

It was a windy day and a gust had scattered 
the tiny bits of paper over a wide area by the 
time The Clocker found out he had thus disposed 
of a ticket worth $160 at the payoff window. 

That evening’s low descending sun found Bill 
as exuberant as ever. He had hit on a long shot 
that made him forget all about Daily Doubles. 

When the northern racing season was over, 
it was like the end of the world for Bill. He was 
restless then until he could get south and be near 
the horses again. In January, he left for Miami, 
with his mother to spend his vacation playing 
long shots. 

“I. don’t Know which is worse-—-spending a 
winter up North with no racing to watch or play- 
ing those chalk horses and getting odds-on in- 
digestion down here,” he said. 

His mother asked him about their reservations 
for the trip home as Bill’s holiday was drawing 
to a close. 

“Mom, just don’t worry about that,” he said, 
looking like a little boy for all his 33 years and 
prematewre baldness.

Problems Often Surpass Those of 
Their Fictional Heroines

AN a woman achieve fame and 
fortune as a writer and remain 
happily married? 

The chances are against it, say 
the pessimists, pointing to Kathleen 
Winsor, Ursula Parrott, Pearl Buck, 
Marjorie Kinnan Rawlings and Kath- 
arine Brush. 

She can if she really wants to, say 
the optimists, pointing to the example 
set recently by Agnes Newton Keith, 
author of the prize-winning book 
“Three Came Home.” 

Literary success has made no in- 
roads on her marital happiness. She's 
returning to Borneo, tite scene of her 
imprisonment under the Japs, to be 
with her husband, Harry Keith, who 
is conservator of forests and director 
of agriculture there. 

If she had suddenly said, “No, I 
can’t go back there, I can’t face the 
heat and the disease and the filth, 
the memory of friends who are no 
more, the reminders of hated humilia- 
tion, the slaps and kicks of the Japs,” 
probably no one would have been 
greatly shocked. She certainly hasn't 
forgotten these things, because she 
described them all in her book.

It was also the first time she met 
Richard J. Walsh, a member of the 
firm that published her book. 

While she was here, she was 
criticized for some of the views she 
had expressed in her writings. As a 
result she resigned her mission post 
and when it was time to go back to 
China, Mr. Buck traveled alone. 

Some time later Mrs. Buck was 
residing in Reno with Mrs. Walsh. 
The two were said to be bosom 
friends. Both were suing their hus- 
bands on grounds of extreme cruelty. 
They got their divorces the same day. 
They had much in common, and were 
about to have more, because the ex- 
Mrs. Buck turned right around and 
became Mrs. Walsh. 

After Kathleen Winsor became 
rich from the proceeds of “Forever 
Amber’’—she made one of the most 
brazen marital swaps in recent times. 
Until then she had been content to be 
Mrs. Robert John Herwig, wife of a 
marine corps captain and a former 
football star. 

But when money and publicity be- 
gan to pile up, Miss Winsor decided 
she wasn’t in love with her husband. 

What she needed, to complement 
her new gaudy station in life, was a 
new husband, preferably someone 
well known.

Mary O’Hara became well known 
for her best seller “My Friend Flicka” 
which came out in 1941. Before that, 
however, she wrote adaptations and 
continuities for numerous fiims, in- 
cluding “The Prisoner of Zenda.”

In fact, long before “My Friend

ASSENGER plane crashes can be prevented, 

as far as landing and taking off are concerned, 

by a new system, called Maximum Alrport. 
Utilization. Essentially, MAU means that radio 
can guide the course of a plane near and on the 
airport, so that accidents are eliminated. 

Instead of the uncertainties of the human 
mind, the inexorable laws of radio waves and 
electrical currents determine the plane’s position. 

As I envisage it, in the new operation radio 
beams sent up from the airport region will take 
charge of the plane’s movement and control it 
when it is still 30 or 40 miles away. 

The beam system, capable of moving up and 
down in any angle, will bring the incoming plane 
along a certain “track” in space. 

An electrical system on the runway will escort 
jt to its destination without human chances of error. 

You can’t see radio waves, but you can visu- 
alize them as searchlights—and the comparison

HEN another searchlight beam, from a differ- 

ent source, is made to pass through the first 

yne, you can visually fix a point in space where 

he two beams cross. Searchlights can be built 

o send up fan-shaped beams, a few feet thick, 

preading sideways. If these fans are tilted, they 
il] meet and pass through one another. 

Such fans would be formed when radio beams 
re employed. By curving and tilting them, radio 
racks, from up in the air to the ground, would be 
aid for the guidance of the descending plane. 

A plane’s track will start 30 or 40 miles from 
he landing field, as it moves into the radio-beam 

ns and its instrument picks up and returns the 
round radio signal. 


Assigned a particular section of these radio- 
space blocks, under automatic radio-piloting, the 
plane will follow its own path without running 
into another plane or obstacle. As its wheels 
touch the ground a cable system, below the run 
way, having a 2,000-cycle current, will lead it 
off into its unloading berth. 

The system’s radio beams will penetrate fog, 
smoke, rain or snow. ‘Thus it*would provide for 
“blind landing.” Any large airport, thus operated, 
could handle a far larger number of planes each 
hour than is now possible. 

The system has yet to be tried out In commer 
cial use, but the Army, which uses radar in almost 
the same fashion as has been described, is com- 
pleting its first year of operation of an all-weather 
airline between Wilmington, Ohio, and Andrews 
Field, Maryland. 

All landings, even in perfect flying weather,

are accomplished by radar ground-controlled ap- 
proach units and a radar traffic unit takes over 
the plane’s operation 40 miles from the destina- 
tion, letting it down gradually under control.

Billy Anderson was born in Silver 
City, Okla. His father and mother 
were not happily married. They 
nagged and bickered until they them- 
selves could stand it no longer, not 
even for the sake of the dark-eyed 
little boy who gazed solemnly on 
their discordant scenes. 

After the divorce the father, Rich- 
ard Anderson, married again. His 
new bride was “Donnie,” a slender, 
pretty girl only 10 years older than 
Billy. It was in the dread days of the 
dust storms and Donnie persuaded 
Anderson to head west. 

That was the beginning of a 
smouldering hatred Billy nurtured 
against his new mother. In the crowd-

ed frame shack in Live Oak he 
brooded over the possibility he might 
never see his own mother again. His 
father, a kindly man, did everything 
he could to make Billy happy. . His 
everything was too much. 

Billy was given unrestricted use 
of the family car when his feet could 
barely reach the pedals. He roamed 
the countryside at will. No one held 
him to his chores if he wasn't in the 
mood to do them. Pocket money was 
his for the asking. 

Donnie, a _ gentle, conscientious 
wife and stepmother, saw where he 
was heading. She convinced his 
father he needed supervision. So, at 
an age when most youngsters are 
beginning to claim adult rights, 
Billy’s were taken away. 

His hatred for Donnie grew as his 
father sided more and more with her. 
Rebellion seized him, and when it 
was brooked it flared anew and more 
fiercely.

Then his father brought him out 
to Live Oak, where he had a job on 
a ranch, Nathern at 14 was a sturdy, 
handsome Boy Scout of exemplary 
behavior. His stepmother was good 
to him. But Nathern was a rootless 
child, unhappy, filled with a great 
feeling of insecurity. He thought 
more and more of hitchhiking back 
to “San Antone.” 

When he met Billy Anderson he 
felt better. Billy understood. Billy 
knew what it was to be lonely. They 
whiled away long hours -planning 
how Nathern would return to Texas 
and Billy would find his mother in 
Oklahoma. Often they talked of tak- 
ing Marilyn with them. 

On Sunday, September 8, Billy and 
Nathern parked near the local tavern.

That night when the Andersons 
returned from a drive they .didn't 
notice the bedroom screen ripped 
away, nor hear the panting of the 
youngsters crouched outside, Billy 
gripping a shotgun, Nathern a rifle. . 

As Nathern recalled it, Anderson 
was stretched on the bed, his wife 
seated beside him, when Billy whis- 
pered hoarsely: “Go ahead! Shoot!” 

“When I pulled the trigger Donnie 
fell over, calling: ‘Dick, help me!’ Mr. 
Anderson jumped up and Billy’s blast 
caught him in the face. Then I 
heiped Billy stuff the bodies in the 
car. He dumped his father in a 
ditch 50 miles away and Donnie on 
a rock pile 80 miles further on.”

OME men call them the weaker 

sex. To others, of more poetic 

bent, they’re the delicate flower 
of womanhood. To people who've 
been checking up on statistics lately, 
however, the little woman is neither 
weak nor delicate. 

She’s mighty healthy and she’s in 
the chips. 

As a matter of fact, women today 
can look forward to living atmost as 
long as the “threescore years and 
ten’’ mentioned in the Bible, 

In their delicate hands is a good 
portion of the nation’s wealth. If 
they want to step in and take over 
the government, they could probably 
get away with it, for of the, potential 
voters in the nation, there are a mil- 
lion more women than men. 

Weaker sex, huh? Listen care- 
fully, and you'll hear a few million 
feminine voices caroling: “Oh, yeah?” 

In figures released by the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Company, the 
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life expectancy of a-girl baby born 
in 1945 is 69.54 years, an amazing 
gain representing 18 and a half years 
Since the beginning of the century. 

Not only that, but other statisti- 
cians have come forward with data 
proving that.the amount of wealth 
in women’s hands has been increas- 
ing, too. 

Roughly 50 per cent. of all pri- 
vately-owned stock in corporations 
is owned by women, according to 
the Women and Industry program 
of the National Association of Manu- 
facturers. 

Fighty per cent of the  benefi- 
ciaries of life insurance are women, 
and they own 68 per cent of all es- 
tates. They make 45 per cent of all 
income tax returns. 

This country is nearing a matii- 
archy, Dr. E. V. Cowdry, a St. Louis 
University professor, maintains, call- 
ing this upsurge of the gentler sex 
“one of the great events of our 
time.”

taking place,” he said recently, “but 
there are certain advantages which 
women have over men that may ex- 
plain it.” 

Dr. Louis I. Dublin, second vice- 
president and _ Statistician of the 
Metropolitan, Sums up the reasons 
why women outlive men like this: 
“Every year, right on down the 
line, from birth to the grave, the 
woman has it all over the man as 
far as mortality is concerned.” 

Since 1900, life expectancy of men 
has -increased from 48.23 years to 
64.44, and of women from 51.08 to 
69.54. Even when seven out of every 
1000 women died in childbirth-—-now 
the figure is only about two out of 
a thousand—women had a better 
chance to live .than men. 

There are many reasons why the 


total figure has increased, Dr. Dublin 
says. A broadened public health ser- 
vice has added years to the life span. 

Inoculation against such diseases 
as typhoid, diphtheria, and smallpox 
has. been so successful that now 
nrany doctors have not even seen a 
case of one of these diseases, which 
used to account for thousands of 
deaths a year. 

“We live better, and eat better.” 
Dr. Dublin says. “I can remember 
when we had what we called ‘lung 
blocks’, whole areas in the slums in 
which tuberculosis was _ prevalent. 
Families would move right in with 

' . death. We've spread 
out since then, and 
despite the current 
housing problem, 
many more. chil- 
dren get sun and 
air. 

“Don’t forget ,the 

work of the food 
companies. They 
spend millions of 
dollars a year de. 
termining the most 
healthful foods and 
how to make their 
products more 
healthful. There are a thousand and 
one reasons why the human race is 
better off today.” ’ 

It's an accepted fact in genetics 
that more boy babies die even before 
birth than girls. From there on the 
female is still hardier than the male. 
One reason for this, Dr. Dublin 
points out, is that the girl is the con- 
servative of the species. 

“From childhood, when the girl 
plays less roughneck games, right on 
through life, the girl. takes better 
care of herself, and exposes herself 
to less dangers.” 

Since prehistoric times, the man 
of the household has gone out to 
garner the. provisions while the 
woman stayed home to prepare the 
food, clean house, and mind the 
children. Whether, the provider was 
up against a saber-toothed tiger, or 
worked in a factory or,office, he has 
always, as a rule, had to cope with 
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more dangers than his house-keeping 
helpmeet. 

Results: There are 45,403,210 po- 
tential women voters, or roughly a 
million more than men. Widows out- 
number widowers -ten to one, and be- 
cause sO many women outlive their 
husbands, many more women are 
recipients of life insurance benefi- 
Claries than men. 

One large corporation, Standard 
Oil Company (New Jersey), states 
that 44.07 per cent of its stock is 
owned by women, as opposed to 
41.66 by men. ‘The remainder is 
owned by non-individuals, such as 
estates and trust funds, and it is 
conceivable that women have a large 
stake in that block. 

Estimates are that women control 
almost 90 per cent of the spending. 
That’s because, of course, the man 
of the family doesn’t goto the market 
every day. He leaves that to his 
wife. 

Incidentally, the Metropolitan es- 
timates that the Dionne quintuplets, 
now 13 years old, have 20 chances in 
100 of celebrating their 65th birthday 
together, and about 95 in. 100 of 
reaching their majority. . 

What those chances would be if 
they were boys instead of little girls 
hasn't been announced.

N MY 10 years’ ex- 

perience as a_ traffic 

and safety education offi- 
cer with the Washington 
State Patrol, I have inves- 
tigated scores of teen-age 
accidents and in all too 
many of them I have had 
the unpleasant 
duty of helping 
to transport the 
broken bodies of 
the youngsters 
to hospitals or 
morgues. 

.These teen-age 
traffic crashes— 
and teen-agers 
are responsible 
for nine times 
as many wrecks 
as any other age’ 
group—are a 
most tragic, hor- 
rible and neéed- 
less slaughter. 
Tragic, because 
of the thousands 
of young lives 
snuffed out or 
ruined by crip- 
pling injuries 
each year. Need- 
less, because we 
know the cure 
for the situation. 
We know that 
these  young- 
sters, who are 
now nine times 
more dangerous 
than any other drivers on 
the road, can be made the 
best and safest drivers on 
the road, 

Most young drivers are 
taught .to operate the fam- 
ily car under the guidance 
of a parent. The blunt fact 
is that most parents are 
not much better fitted to 
teach Junior to drive a car 
than they would be to teach 
him to fly a plane. 

Here is a_ typical—and 
terrible—example: Five 
months ago I pursued a 
late mode] sedan traveling 
at high speed on a crowded 
four-lane highway. Al- 
though it was raining heav- 
ily and the road was thitk 

ith traffic, the car main- 
tained a steady 70 to 75- 
mile-an-hour speed.

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IPS have notably changed
